Baptists  Urge 
Renewed  Unity 

15,000  At  World  Alliance 
Told  To  Bock  Allied  Europe

Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  24— Some  120 
displaced  persons  were  honored  In  a 
morning  session  of  the  eighth  World 
Baptist  Congress  at  the  public  audi¬ 
torium  today.  Three  DP’s,  the  Rev. 
P.  Gordiejew,  white  Russian:  Miss 
Tabea  Korjus,  Estonia  and  Dr  Adolph 
Kl&uplks  of  Latvia,  described  their 
experiences  in  escaping  from  Russian 
and  Nazi  domination. 

Dr.  Klauplks,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Baptist  Union  of  Latvia,  1939- 
1944,  was  driven  out  by  what  he  call¬ 
ed  the  "steam  roller  of  the  Soviet 
army  and  the  rake  of  the  retreating 
German  columns."  He  explained  In 
an  Interview  before  his  platform  ap¬ 
pearance  that  “Germans  never  left 
anybody  behind.  We  knew  what  life 
under  Soviet  dictatorship  meant,”  he 
added. 

Suitcases  Kept  Packed 

"Upder  the  Russians  we  never  slept 
safely  through  a  night.  We  kept  our 
suitcases  packed.  Fearing  any 
moment  the  deportation  to  Siberia,” 
Dr.  Klaupiks  said. 

"The  Russians  trusted  nobody,”  he 
said. 

Dr.  Klauplks  said  his  contacts  with 
officials  of  the  World  Baptist  Alliance 
brought  him  under  continuous  ques¬ 
tioning  by  Nazi  Gestapo.  "We  had  a 
hard  time  convincing  them  that 
Baptists  have  no  popes  and  bishops. 
They  were  very  anxious  to  know  how 
much  power  Baptists  in  the  United 
States  had  over  us,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Klauplks  described  the  "hud¬ 
dling  masses  of  humanity  at  the  port 
of  Liepleja,  Latvia,”  from  which  re¬ 
fugee  boats  for  Germany  left  under 
air  raids  of  Soviet  planes.

He  said  his  people  wanted  to  get 
to  Sweden  but  chose  German  labor

The  text  of  the  manifesto  present¬ 
ed  to  the  Congress  follows: 

MANIFESTO 

Mid -Century  Call  To 
Religious  Freedom 
Baptist  World  Congress,  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  July  25,  1950— We  Baptists  of 
the  world  VIEW  with  grave  concern 
the  restrictions  upon  conscience  and 
the  deliberate  religious  persecutions 
which  are  now  taking  place  In  many 
parts  of  the  world. 

We  are  distressed  to  learn  that 
restraints  are  placed  upon  the 
preaching  and  teaching  of  God’s* 
Word;  that  religious  instruction,  par¬ 
ticularly  of  young  people.  Is  hindered 
and  Christian  youth  movements  are 
prohibited;  that  there  is  interfer¬ 
ence  with  the  training  of  the  mini¬ 
stry  and  the  appointment  of  church 
officers:  and  that  obstacle*  arc  plac¬ 
ed  in  the  way  of  public  evangelism 
and  missionary  work. 

The  prlnctple  of  separation  of 
Church  and  State  In  some  areas,  even 
in  places  where  it  Is  now  practiced, 
is  seriously  questioned:  officers  and 
members  of  churches  have  been  ar¬ 
rested  and  imprisoned  on  an  Increas¬ 
ing  scale  both  In  Communist  coun¬ 
tries  and  others  where  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  Is  dominant. 

Moreover,  we  regret  to  note  that  In 
a  few  nations,  where  there  are  estab¬ 
lished  Protestant  churches,  minority 
religious  groups  are  sometimes  sub¬ 
ject  to  legal  disabilities 

Present  Dangers ' 

Viewing  this  violation  of  religious 
freedom  and  basic  human  rights,  we 
are  led  to  DECLARE  that  at  no  time 
tn  the  history  of  Christianity  has 
there  been  greater  danger  of  losing 
sight  of  the  principles  and  Ideals  for 
which  it  exists.  The  danger  is  in¬ 
creased  by  the  fact  that  liberty  is 
being  denied  by  those  who  profess 
to  cherish  it.  Violation  of  conscience 
arises  not  merely  In  Comm  unis  Us

territory,  but  sometimes  even  within 
the  churches  themselves.  Not  only  do 
Communists  Imprison  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics  and  Protestants;  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics  are  ready  to  persecute  Protes¬ 
tants,  and  certain  Protestants  to  a 
lesser  degree  deny  Roman  Catholics 
and  others  full  liberty. 

Governments  completely  totali¬ 
tarian,  Church-State  Alliances,  and 
materialistic  secularisim  combine  to 
make  the  existence  of  free  churches 
a  matter  of  deepest  concern. 

The  Challenge 

\  Having  committed  ourselves  from 
the  beginning  to  the  principles  of  re¬ 
ligious  liberty  as  derived  from  the 
Word  of  God,  we  as  Baptists,  now 
REAFFIRM  our  historical  position, 
and  pledge  ourselves  to  seek  for  all 
men  the  right  of  free  and  unhindered 
access  to  God  and  the  right  to  form 
and  propagate  opinion  in  the  sphere 
of  religion  without  Interferences  by 
civil  and  religious  powers. 

We  believe  that  every  person  has 
the  right  to  express  his  religious  be¬ 
liefs  in  worship,  teaching  and  pra- 
tioe.  without  moral,  social  or  political 
penalties.  We  stand  against  tyranny, 
whether  of  State  or  Church,  and 
condemn  as  against  the  will  and  pur¬ 
pose  of  God  any  acts  which  outrage 
the  conscience  of  freedom-loving 
people. 

We  support  the  Universal  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Human  Rights,  as  adopted 
by  the  United  Nations,  and  emphasize 
that  these  right*  Include  for  every 
person  "the  freedom  to  change  his 
religion  or  belief  and  the  freedom 
either  alone  or  In  community  with 
others  and  in  public  or  private  to 
manifest  his  religion  or  belief  in 
teaching,  practices,  worship  and  ob¬ 
servance.’ 

Appeal  To  Action 

Realizing  that  a  challenge  to  cer¬ 
tain  churches  is  a  challenge  to  us  all, 
and  that  we  are  not  alone  In  this 
struggle  for  freedom: 

We  appeal  to  Baptist  churchea 
.  throughout  the  world  to  lead  In  the 
proclamation  and  practice  of  re¬ 
ligious  liberty. 

We  appeal  to  Protestant  State- 
Churches  and  other  churches  which 
hold  a  dominant  position,  to  cherish 
and  promote  the  principles  of  re¬ 
ligious  liberty,  granting  to  Roman 
Catholics,  Jews  and  members  of  other 
religious  groups,  and  to  those  who 
acknowledge  no  religious  faith,  the 
same  rights  and  privilege*  which  they 
demand  for  themselves  without  dis¬ 
criminations  or  disabilities. 

We  appeal  to  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  to  abandon  its  discrimination 
against  or  persecution  of  Protestant* 
ahd  Evangelicals  and  all  others  in 
Spain,  Italy,  Portugal,  the  Belgian 
Congo,  Mexico,  Argentina,  Colombia 
and  elsewhere,  and  to  unite  on  an

equal  basis  with  all  freedom-loving 
people  against  totalitarianism  and 
for  complete  religious  liberty. 

We  appeal  to  the  rulers  of  Com¬ 
munist  countries  to  cease  their  policy 
of  discrimination  against  religion, 
and  to  refrain  from  intimidating 
Christian  churches  and  their  leaders 
by  arrests  and  threat*  of  arrest,  and 
also  from  hindering  Christian  or¬ 
ganizations  for  the  service  of  youth 
and  the  public  manifestation  of  the 
Gospel. 

We  appeal  to  the  United  Nations  to 
apply  the  principles  of  the  Universal 
Declaration  of  Human  Rights  to  na¬ 
tions  and  territories  now  under  the 
domination  of  any  one  particular 
religions  force  (whether  Isalm, 
Roman  Catholicism  or  Protestantism) 
as  it  has  already  done  in  the  case  of 
countries  dominated  by  Communism, 
bringing  them  before  the  bar  of  world 
opinion,  and  refusing  them  entry  into 
the  group  of  freedom -loving  nations 
until  they  have  demonstrated  that 
they  Intend  to  abide  by  the  Declara¬ 
tion  both  in  spirit  and  in  practice. 

We  appeal  to  all  nations  to  demon¬ 
strate  their  support  of  the  Universal 
Declaration  of  Human  Rights  by 


ratifying  the  Covenant  designed  to 
legalize  the  Declaration. 

Cause  To  Rejoice 

We  rejoice  to  be  meeting  at  this 
time  In  a  country  which  has  a  noble 
tradition  of  religious  liberty,  as  safe¬ 
guarded  In  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America  and  in  its 
Bill  of  Rights,  and  maintained 
throughout  the  generations  In  a  tra¬ 
dition  of  free  churches  in  a  free 
state,  which  we  are  confident  will, 
under  the  guidance  and  blessing  of 
God,  never  be  overthrown. 

"We  ask  God,  who  a  tone  is  the 
Lord  of  the  conscience,  to  lead  man¬ 
kind  forward  out  of  darkness  into 
light,  out  of  falsehood  Into  truth, 

out  of  fear  into  freedom .

man  is  a  priest. 

We  believe  in  salvation  by  grace 
through  faith,  and  because  of  that 
we  believe  that  eternal  security 
cannot  be  purchased  by  money  or 
goods. 

We  believe  in  the  security  of  the 
believer,  bnt  we  also  believe  that 
real  faith  is  matched  by  consistent 
Christian  living. 

We  believe  in  the  sovereignty  of 
each  individual  church,  and  be¬ 
cause  of  that  we  do  not  recognize 
creeds  or  hierarchy. 

We  believe  that  these  principles 
have  meaning  for  a  troubled 
world,  and  because  of  that  we  send 
missionaries  to  share  these  beliefs 
around  the  world.

"The  Road  Ahead" 

John  T.  Flynn  in  his  book,  "The 
Road  Ahead,”  sounds  an  ominous 
alarm  concerning  the  trend  in  the 
United  States  toward  the  pattern  that 
ushered  in  the  reign  of  Socialism  in 
England. 

A  comparatively  small  group  of 
British  Socialists,  known  as  the 
Fabian  Society,  quietly  introduced 
Socialism,  step  by  step,  into  Britain's 
economy  without  the  people  generally 
recognizing  the  revolutionary  forces 
at  work  until  the  society  had  taken 
over  the  government  and  had  secured 
a  stranglehold  on  the  economic  life 
of  that  once  great  country. 

Mr.  Flynn  says  that  Socialism  and 
Communism  are  essentially  the  same. 

The  pattern  coming  to  light  In  this 
country,  according  to  Mr.  Flynn,  is 
similar  to  that  which  eventuated  in 
the  overthrow  of  the  free  enterprise 
system  of  Great  Britain.  The  name 
"Socialism,”  was  taboo  In  England  so 
It  Is  In  America;  but  the  content  of 
Socialism  is  being  effectively  fostered 
by-*  hundred  or  more  organizations 
of  “planners,”  “fronts"  and  “action” 
nomenclature. 

Prominent  among  the  organizations 
mentioned  by  Mr.  Flynn  as  actively 
fostering  under-cover  Socialism  is 
some  of  the  outstanding  personalities 
at  the  head  of  the  Federal  Council 
of  Churches  In  America.  Among  the 
more  prominent  In  this  group  named 
are  Bishop  Oxnam  of  the  Methodist 
Church  and  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  both 
of  whom,  our  Informant  says,  are 
members  of  several  “front”  organiza¬ 
tions. 

The  author  quotes  from  a  Sunday 
School  publication  “Classmate,"  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Methodist  Church,  issue 
of  July.  1947,  by  Jerome  Davis,  in 
which  Josef  Stalin  Is  pictured  in  an 
attractive  light.  Davis  says,  “It  would 
be  an  error  to  consider  the  Soviet 
leader  a  willful  man  who  believes  in 
forcing  his  ideas  on  others.  .  .  No 
doubt  he  has  his  faults.  But  can  we 
go  out  to  serve  God  and  the  common 
people  of  America  as  sincerely  and 
courageously  as  Stalin  did  for  what  he 
believed  was  best  for  his  people?  Le*

sians.  Dr.  Klauplks  described  the  la¬ 
bor  camp  where  he  was  sent.  “No 
food,  medical  care.  Children  and  old¬ 
er  folks  began  quietly  to  die.  Ger¬ 
man  Baptists  didn't  dare  help  us 
because  all  foreigners  were  held  un¬ 
der  suspicion.” 

Dr.  Klaupiks  said  of  the  arrival  of 
American  troops  “They  were  no  an¬ 
gels,  but  we  felt  we  were  liberated.”. 

Dr.  Klaupiks  has  been  “Finding 
sponsors  for  DP's  in  America.” 

“I  had  to  do  all  the  selling  In  A? 
states  and  Canada  when  there  was 
no  legal  machinery  to  care  for  these 
people,  he  said.  Mis^KorJus,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  a  Baptist  pastor  with  S3  years 
service  in  Estonia  prior  to  the  war, 
told  of  arrests  and  torturings  before 
and  after  her  flight  to  Sweden. 

“Nightly  cross  examinations  were 
conducted  in  greatest  secrecy  as  to 
the  opinions  of  classmates,  teachers, 
co-workers  or  friends  with  very 
clever  ways  of  trapping  people  in' 
their  words,"  she  said. 

l.SM  Found  Dead  * 

More  than  1.800  corpses  were  found 
of  tortured  victims,  among  them 
many  pastors  and  women  whom  we 
knew. 

“During  three  nights  in  1941,  10,000 
people  were  arrested  in  the  early 
morning,  taken  by  truck  to  railway 
stations  and  packed  Into  cattle  trains 
and  deported  to  slave  labor  camps  In 
Russia.  Families  were  separated  pur¬ 
posely. 

“The  Russians  destroyed  more 
than  !,Mt  homes  in  one  town  in  one 
night.” 

Miss  Korjus  added.  “Do  you  realize 
why  everyone  who  could  fled?” 

She  told  of  a  prominent  Baptist 
organist’3  wife  who  took  a  Job  as 
dishwasher  after  seeing  her  hu*and 
and  son  lost  overboard  from  the 
smaLl  boat  in  which  they  escaped. 

The  Rev.  P.  Gordiejew  was  a  Bap¬ 
tist  minister  In  Poland  and  secretary 
of  the  Slavic  Baptist  Union.  He  was 
a  labor  camp  victim  of  the  Nazi 
regime. 

Another  DP  at  the  Congress.  Wal¬ 
ter  Huraruk,  Krakov,  Poland,  was  a 
Baptist  minister  in  Krakov,  Poland 
and  was  caught  carrying  New  Testa¬ 
ments  to  persons  in  concentration 
camps.  He  was  Imprisoned  for  this 
offense  at  Ausshweit*.  He  has  written 
a  book  in’ Russian  of  his  experience. 

Dr.  Klaupiks  said  he  had  read  it.  He 
would  not  elaborate  except  to  say. 

“Horrible,  simply  horrible,  the  way 
humans  by  the  thousands  were 
butchered  and  starved— anything  to 
get  rid  of  them.” 

When  Mr.  Husaruk  was  liberated  by 
American  troops  he  was  too  weak  to 
stand  on  his  feet.

Last  year’*  student  enrolment  at 
Central  College  was  327.  The  junior 
College  was  started  approximately 
60  years  ago  as  a  girl’s  school  in  Con¬ 
way,  Ark.  It  was  moved  to  Camp 
Robinson  In  North  Little  Rock  In 
1948.

Will  Reside  In  Shreveport 

At  the  close  of  the  Morning  Wor¬ 
ship  Service  on  Lord’s  Day.  July  9. 
1950.  Dr  M  E.  Dodd.  Pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  ShreVeport, 
Louisiana,  presented  a  prepared 
statement  in  which  he  requested  re¬ 
tirement  from  the  active  pastorate 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  at  a  not 
too  distant  date  because  of  “passing 
years  and  fading  physical  strength  ” 
At  a  later  business  meeting  of  the 
church  the  effective  date  for  the  re¬ 
tirement  was  set  for  August  15.

the  Sunday  School.  There  are  two 
books  for  each  department  of  work, 
and  all  the  workers  need  to  be 
familiar  with  the  contents  of  the 
books  that  relate  to  their  depart¬ 
ments.  There  are  the  general  books 
that  need  attention  In  the  field  of 

Sunday  School  training.  How  can  we 
have  enough  training? 

We  can  have  all  the  general  train¬ 
ing  courses  possible,  all  the  depart¬ 
ment  training  schools  possible,  we 
can.  have  as  many  courses  possible 
on  the  general  books,  we  can  also, 
and  this  should  be  given  attention — 
put  books,  study  course  books,  into 
the  hands  of  our  workers.  We  can 
make  available  all  the  reading 
material  that  each  worker  needs. 
Clinics  on  teaching  for  all  depart¬ 
ments  can  be  had— preferably  once 
a  year.  If  all  •(  this  is  done,  someone 
must  be  responsible  for  doing  It.  The 
proper  one  to  do  this  would  be  one 
elected  to  give  all  his  time  to  teacher 
training.  This  person  could  be 
designated  an  associate  superinten¬ 
dent  in  charge  of  training.  He  could 
work  along  with  the  pastor  and 
general  superintendent  and  get  this 
vital  matter  into  the  calendar  of  the 
Sunday  School  program.  A  pastor 
once  said,  "What  we  want  done  in 
our  church  we  train  to  get  it  done.” 
He  was  making  the  proper  ap¬ 
proach.  Teacher  training  is  a  major 
with  us  now— if  the  people  we  ask 
to  do  this  important  work  are  effec¬ 
tive,  they  must  know  how. 


being  made  on  me  importance  oi 
training.  The  devotional,  the  confer¬ 
ence*.  the  special  message,  were  all 
in  the  direction  of  helping  those  in 
attendance  to  go  back  to  their 
churches  and  train  to  get  a  better 
Sunday  School  Job  done. 

It  is  always  good  when  we  see  that 
cur  workers  need  to  be  trained  to  do 
their  work.  In  any  other  work  people 
are  trained  to  do  their  job,  but  in 
many  cases  we  expect  full  and  ef¬ 
ficient  production  from  people  we 
,ask  to  take  some  place  of  responsi¬ 
bility  in  the  Sunday  School  without 
any  semblance  of  training  for  their 
work  Not  only  should  we  train  our 
workers  In  their  particular  tasks,  but 
we  should  stress  the  importance  of  a 
general,  overall,  knowledge  of  the 
functions  of  the  Sunday  School.  The 
work  of  the  Sunday  School  comes  to 
focus  on  getting  two  things  done: 
winning  to  Christ,  and  teaching  those 
won  to  be  producers,  to  bear  fruit. 
How  can  we  get  this  highly  skilled 
work  done  by  people  who  do  not  know 
bow  to  do  such  work? 

Below  we  will  give  in  brief  outline, 
with  little  discussion,  some  atten¬ 
tion  to  a  training  program  for  a 
church: 

1  Why  do  teachers  teach?  In  the 
main,  they  teach  to  get  two  things 
done:  To  win  to  Christ  and  to  help 
Christians  grow  In  life  of  service. 
The  greatest  tragedy  in  our  churches 
today  is  that  we  have  not  taught  our 
people  to  serve,  to  grow  to  the  point 
they  bear  fruit.  Of  course,  we  do 
not  mean  all  the  people,  but  we  do 
mean,  tragically,  boo  many  that  do 
nothing. 

2  What  do  we  do  when  we  teach? 
We  do  three  things  when  we  teach: 
First  of  all,  if  wc  teach,  we  must  tell 
people  what  Is  In  the  Bible  passage 
under  discussion.  We  have  not  taught 
until  we  do  this.  However,  teaching 
b  much  more  than  merely  getting 
©ver  a  few  facts,  a  story,  a  teaching 
of  some  section  of  the  Bible.  Teach¬ 
ing  involves.  In  the  second  place, 
•lowing  the  pupils  how  the  passage 
Applies  in  their  lives.  If  we  are  so 
general  in  our  approach  that  these 
members  of  the  class  go  away  from 
the  class  wondering  "So  What”,  have 
Wf  taught?  If  we  can  be  so  definite, 
*>  much  to  the  point,  that  the  pupil 
«umot  escape  the  fact  that  this 
Passage  of  the  lesson  does  have  a 
bearing  on  me — teaching  has  been 
tone  This  Is  not  all  of  'teaching,  for 

teacher  does  function  in  a  broad¬ 
er  realm  and  that,  In  the  third  place, 
•nakes  up  real  accomplishment  In 
teaching.  A  teacher  must  get  the 
Pupi.  to  do  something  about  all  oC 
The  end  result  of  real  teaching 
»  Action.  Have  we  taught  If  we  do 
tot  get  results?

ELIJAH  A  COURAGEOUS  PROPHET. 

1  Kings  17-19;  21. 

I.  ELIJAH'S  CONTEMPORARIES 
AND  TIMES 

The  people  contemporary  with  Elijah 
most  prominent  to  this  narrative  are 
Ahab  the  king  and  Jezebel  hfcs  wife.  She 
was  a  Phoenician  and  an  idolater,  a 
strong-willed  woman"  who  ruled  her 
husband  to  the  utter  ruin  of  both  of 
diem  and  to  the  destruction  of  their 
household.  Ahab  was  the  fourth  king 
m  the  dynasty  of  Omri,  and  the  wick¬ 
edest  of  all  the  kings  of  that  wicked 
line. 

There  was  no  other  time  in  the  history 
of  the  northern  kingdom  that  it  reached 
the  extremity  of  apostasy  as  in  the 
reign  of  Aha.,  and  Jescbel — this  Jezebel 
was  the  real  ruler  of  the  country,  and 
she  ruled  it  to  its  ruin.  More  attention 
is  given  to  the  reign  of  Ahab  over 
Israel  than  is  given  to  any  other  reign ' 
of  the  two  kingdoms. 

The  large  share  which  the  reign  of 
Ahab  occupies  in  the  history  of  the  na¬ 
tion  is  caused  by  the  fact  of  the  fierce¬ 
ness  of  the  conflict  between  good  and 
evil,  between  Jehovah  and  Baal.  Idolatry 
became  firmly  rooted  in  the  reign  and 
by  the  will  of  Jeroboam,  the  son  of 
Nabat  who  made  Israel  to  sin.  Idolatry 
that  became  firmly  established  during 
the  years  that  went  before  became  ram¬ 
pant  during  the  reign  of  Ahab.  Jezebel 
was  a  religious  frantic  determined  to 
plant  Phoenician  idolatry  In  Israel  and 
she  was  largely  successful  She  cbd  not 
stop  even  at  murder  in  her  effort  to 
gain  her  ends.  She  has  been  rightly 
called  “the  Lady  Macbeth  of  the  Old 
Testament." 

Into  this  frightful  state  of  things  the 
Lord  sent  His  prophet,  Elijah,  to  de¬ 
nounce  the  doings  of  Ahab,  to  caU  upon 
Israel  the  Judgement  of  Jehovih  and  ex¬ 
pose  her  awful  crime  and  apostasy.  All 
the  predictions  of  Elijah  were  fulfilled  In 
God's  good  time.  It  was  a  day  that 
called  for  the  miraculous  to  startle  Into 
moral  sensibility  this  morally  dead  Is¬ 
rael. 

II.  CHARACTER  AND 
DEEDS  OF  ELIJAH 

I  think  of  him  as  a  rugged  son  of  the 
wilderness,  tall  and  sturdy,  deep-chested, 
broad-shouldered,  keen-sighted,  strong- 
ulnewed,  lion-couraged,  God-devoted.  Un¬ 
compromising  in  his  loyalty  to  God, 
Elijah  looked  with  no  allowance  upon 
any  toleration  of  an  allegiance  divided 
between  Jehovah  and  Baal  Elijah’s  God 
would  accept  no  part  of  any  heart 
divided  with  another  God. 

In  the  utter  obedience  to  the  command, 
"Thou  shalt  have  no  other  Gods  be¬ 
fore  me,”  ESiJah  saw  the  only  path  of 
•afety  for  his  people,  lead  them  to  walk

WILLIAM  RAMSEY  GIBSON 

William  Ramsey  Gibson  died  at  his 
borne  February  26,  1950,  at  the  age  of 
85.  He  was  one  of  Mississippi's  out¬ 
standing  Christian  laymen,  a  life-long 
resident  of  the  Sontag  community  in 
Lawrence  county,  and  a  member  of  a 
prominent  family.  He  is  best  remem¬ 


bered  as  Superintendent  of  Sunday 
School,  Deacon  of  the  Cftnurcb  and  active 
in  all  church  work.  Truly  It  can  be 
said  of  him,  “He  lived  in  the  house 
by  the  side  of  the  road.”  His  home  was 
the  minister's  home,  the  visiting  min¬ 
ister’s  home;  and  all  who  came  under 
Mb  influence— and  they  were  many- 
found  a  radiant  and  unselfish  friend,  a 
Christian,  humble  and  boxiyant  in  life, 
courageous  and  victorious  in  death. 

Rev.  Peter  B.  Green  of  Crystal 
Springs,  pastor  of  Shiloh  Church,  where 
Mr.  Gibson  was  a  member  for  many 
years,  conducted  the  services,  and  was 
assisted  by  the  Reverend  D.  O.  Horn 
of  M antic e l)o  Church,  and  the  Rev.  J. 

Honorary 
pallbearers  were  officials  of  the  Shiloh 
Church  and  Stxvday  School.  Burial  was 
hi  Shiloh  Church  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Gibson  bad  engaged  in  farming, 

.  aqd  in  former  years  had  operated  a 
saw  mill  and  cotton  gin. 

Mr.  Gibson's  first  wife,  the  mother  of 
his  only  son,  the  late  Charles  E.  Gibson, 
Sr.,  of  Monticeilo.  a  prominent  attor¬ 
ney  and  a  former  state  senator  and 
representative  in  the  Mississippi  Legis¬ 
lature,  was  Mias  Mary  Warren,  who 
died  years  ago.  The  son  died  In  Feb¬ 
ruary.  1946.  His  second  marriage  was 
to  Miss  Emily  Ogelsby  of  Marion  coun¬ 
ty.  who  died  some  years  ago  Eighteen 
years  ago  be  was  married  to  Mrs.  Lula 
Tumage  Rutledge  of  New  Hebron. 

Mr.  Gibson  had  never  missed  a  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Lawrence  County  Baptist 
Association  since  the  organization  In 
1901.  and  had  been  present  for  three 
sessions  of  the  Lincoln  County  Asso¬ 
ciation  prior  to  that  date'.

A  Peculiar  Attitude 
Toward  This  Disease 

Many  will  find  timely  and  interest¬ 
ing,  also  logical,  some  comment,  by 
the  Oxford  Eagle  on  “Peculiar  At¬ 
titude  Toward  Disease.”  and  some 
comment  on  that  comment  by  The 
West  Point  Times-Leader. 

The  Oxford  Eagle  argued: 

“If  we  are  to  assume  that  alcohol¬ 
ism  is  a  disease,  why  is  it  that  instead 
of  trying  to  prevent  it,  we  are  prome 
to  encourage  its  spread? 

“We  certainly  don’t  encourage  con¬ 
tracting  cancer,  heart  disease  and 
other  afflictions.  In  fact,  we  are 
trying  to  raise  many  millions  to  dis¬ 
cover  ways  to  prevent  these  shorten¬ 
ed  of  life. 

To  this.  The  Times-Leader  an¬ 
swered: 

“The  argument  is  logical.  As  we 
have  repeatedly  said  in  these  columns 
‘alcoholism  must  become  a  habit  be¬ 
fore  it  becomes  a  disease,’  and  the 
man  who  doesn’t  drink  never  be¬ 
comes  an  alcoholic. 

“All  branches  of  government  now 
spend  huge  sums  in  what  we  call 
‘preventative  medicine.’  People  are 
taught  to  avoid  diseases  that  are 
contagious,  to  drink  only  certified 
milk,  to  demand  inspected  meats,  and 
even  to  avoid  crowds  when  polio  or 
some  other  strange  malady  is  known 
to  exist  in  the  communities  where 
they  live. 

“But  health  authorities,  as  far  as  we 
know,  have  never  stressed  the  fact 
that  the  man  or  woman  who  takes  a 
social  drink  may  become  an  alcoholic, 
useless  to  society  and  the  source  of 
tremendous  expense  to  the  com¬ 
munity  and  the  state.” 

And  while  we  spend  money  to  pre¬ 
vent  other  diseases,  and  try  to  curb 
them  with  quarantines,  the  wets 
argue  that  the  most  effective  way  to 
provent  or  reduce  the  "disease”  of 
alcoholism  is  to  make  liquor  easier 
and  cheaper  to  get,  available  at  all 
times  to  all  people,  with  the  State  en¬ 
couraging  its  use  through  its  legali¬ 
zation  and  taxation,  or  selling  it,  It- 
self!
